The following is from the London Times
of March 13th, 15813 :

“ The public will learn with sentiments
which we sball not presume to anticipate,
that & third British Frigate has struck to
a0 American. This is an occurrence that
calls for serious reflection—this together
with the fact stated ju our paper of yester-
day that Lloyd's list contains notices of
uvpwards of five hundred Brivish vessels
captured in seven months by the Americans.
Five bundred merchantmen and three frig-
ates, (Aye, and three sloops of war.)

* Can these stalements be true; and con
the Euglish pecple bear them uomoved ?
Any one who predicted such a resuit of an
American war this tiwe last year, would
bave been treated as a madman or a traitar.
Ile would have been told, if Lis opponcats
Lad condescended to argue with him, (hat
long ere seven months bad elapsed the
Awerican flag would be swept from the
eoag, the contemptibie navy of the United
States anunihilated, and their maratime arse-
nala rendered a hieap of rains.

# Yet down to this minute not a single
American Frigate has struck ber flag—
They insult us, and laugh at our want of
enterprise and vigor. They leave their
ports when they please, aod return (0 them
when it suits their convenicnce; they tra-
voerso the Atlantic, they besct the West
India Islands, they adyance to the very
chops of the channel, they parade along the
coasts of South America—notbing chases,
nothing intercepts, nothing cogages them,
but to yield them trivmpb.”

The Retreat of the Rebels Through Kansas,

The retreat of the rebel army is marked
not only by robbery and desolation of the
wildest kind, but the fiends were not con-
tent with that. Six miles north of the
Tradiog Post they murdered Samuel A.
Long, aged fifty-six years; he was previous-
ly robbed of his money. Three miles
north of the Trading Post, John Williams,
s preacher, aged sixty years, was indecently
mutilated, and then hung. Five miles
north of the Post, Richard B. Vernon was
murdered ; and in the vicinity of the Post,
Jobn Miller, aged sixty-five years, was
killed. Many other eitizens, all unarmed,
as these were, were shot at. Such is the
character of the villiins who claim that
they should be treated as prisoners of war.
For every citizen of Kansas killed by these
marauding traitors, five of the rebel pris-
oners now in our bands bere shomld be
hnq.
Along the line of retreat of the rebel
army, cvery house within reach of the
main body or flankers, was robbed of every-
thing it contained. All kinds of clothing
was taken; even the flannel weas in some
instances taken from infants, Every mor
sel of food, cocked and uncooked, was con-
sumed, destroyed or taken along; and all
the stock that can bo led or driven, was
daken ; in fact everything valuable and not
waluable was taken; so that those men and
families whose bard fate it was to be
in the way, are loft stripped of every com-
fort and necessary of life. The people who,
a woek ago, bad plenty of everything, are
now suffcrers, and have a claim upon the
charity of other portions of the State.—
Mound City Sentinel.

Four lanndresses are al-
towed to o company for duty, To be entitled to
anything they must he = present with the com-
pany,” or only * temporarily " absent. Sixty
days absence cannot be regarded as temporary,
and women absent for this or a longer period
cannot be considered as laundreszes of a com-
pany. Such persons not being in the service
in any sense, caunot be allowed either quarters
or ratiens. naul the proper officers will see that
error or fraul is not tolerated by illegal indul-
gencies of this kind, which are evidently on
the inerense.

II. Ixprax Tearric—The military power is
constantly invoked to regulate trade in the
Indian Coantry, and while that territory be-
longed to thi= Department some effort was
mude with indifferent success to prevent frand
and larcesey.

But in to0 many instances the Commanding
General had reason 1o believe that the power
was obtained to aid one class of speculators
against another, and the effect was only to
sabstitute rogues and demoralize troops. Im-
dians have a right to trade, however incompé-
tent and liable to fraud they may be; and it is
within the Indian conntry where transgression
and proof are nearest that any proper success
can be expected in regnlating this traffic.

The Department of the Interior and Civil
authorities are the proper special custodians
of Indian affuirs, The Commanding General
has fully advized Headquarters; and Col. Cos-
Fiv, Superintendent of Indian Affairs, is the
proper man to supervise these malters, as the
representative of the Interior Department of
Government. His Headquarters are at Leav-
enworth. He is earnestly endeavoring to reg-
nlate trade on the Indian border, and Military
commanders will give him such aid as he may
desire, consistent with our legitimnte duties as
soldiers. Dut great care will also be taken
that no false use of military power be made, to
aid pretending patriots to cheat and defraud
either Indians or white men; and all trans-
gressions of officers or soldiers connected with
the Indinn trade will receive promptand severe
punishment.
